UNINFORMED CRITICISM OF INSURANCE 
PRACTICE. 

Srr,—For a number of years now Dr. Graham Little 
has, in speeches and letters to the press, made comments 
upon, and criticisms of, the National Health Insurance 
Medical Service which it has seemed to me could only have 
been made from a very incomplete knowledge of the service. 
1. am unfortunately not able to quote from earlier speeches, 
as 1 have not kept a record, but a few recent examples 
will show what | had in mind when I spoke at the Panel 
Conference. 

The leaflet to which Dr. Graham Little refers was issued 
to the press and, in fairness, to the persons named, but 
not to other individuals. Dr. Graham Little will surely 
agree that in those cases where he has addressed medical 
audiences the method by which his address reaches the 
press, as described in his letter in the Supplement of 
November 22nd, does prevent any effective reply to the 
public on the part of the meeting he is addressing. 

Dr. Graham Little says, ‘‘at the present moment the 
National Health Insurance Fund is practically bankrupt,” 
a curious description of a fund which, according to the 
Ministry of Health report, had the following accumulated 
reserves at the end of 1929: England, £107,733,000; 
Scotland, £13,725,000; Wales, £4,327,400. Dr. Graham 
Little is apparently unaware that out of these large 
accumulated funds insured persons in many societies 
are getting some specialist and institutional services. 
Ophthalmic benefit is very largely available; dental 
benefit is still more so; and many societies, as an 
additional benefit, pay for treatment in hospital for their 
members. Specialist and institutional treatment is not 
complete, I agree, but it has begun and is growing. 

In a letter to the Manchester Guardian Dr. Graham 
Little says: ‘‘ Doubtless doctors would like to treat their 
panel patients exactly in the same way as their private 
patients, but existing rules do not allow them to do so ’— 
in my view an entirely misleading and erroneous statement, 
based on a case of proved extravagance in prescribing. A 
panel doctor can, and mostly does, treat his panel patients 
in the same way as his private patients, and he may, and 
frequently does, order for them the most expensive remedies 
known to medicine, the only limit placed upon him being 
that, if challenged, he can satisfy, not the officers of the 
Ministry, but his own colleagues, that what he has ordered 
was reasonably necessary for the treatment of his patients. 
This is common knowledge among panel doctors. On this 
question Dr. Graham Little has said that in the eleventh 
report of the Ministry of Health “ it is clearly demon- 
strated that the activities of the Ministry directed to the 
investigation and punishment of excessive prescribing, as 
it is called, have increased last year.’’ A closer study of 

the report shows that in 1929, in a service rendered by 
14,000 doctors to 14 million insured persons, in sixteen 
cases only arising in that year was it found necessary to 


ask a panel committee to, consider whether there haq bee 
any extravagance in prescribing. . 

In the same address he refers to the ‘ position of inde. 
pendence which it [the profession] so unwisely surrendered 
in the crisis which resulted in the passage of the Thsurance 
Act of 1912.) Dr. Graham Little evidently knows nothin 
of the contract practice conditions before the Insurance 
Act, in which a large number of the profession Were 
involved. He would be well advised, before he talks agai, 
on this subject, to get a look at a little book Called 
The Battle of the Clubs, published by the Lancet, or ask 
the Medical Secretary for a copy of the B.M.A.’s renoy 
on Contract Practice, published in 1905. They would open 
his eyes as to the amount of ‘ independence” which y 
large part of the profession enjoyed, and from which the 
Insurance Act, with its employment of the medical pro. 
fession as an essential part of its disciplinary and other 
machinery, has delivered the profession in the industrig 
areas. 

These are illustrations of Dr. Graham Little’s statemenj 
that have led me to the conclusion that he was insuffici 
informed, and I still think it is unfortunate that a docto, 
representing in the House of Commons a large number gf 
medical graduates who are panel doctors, should not he 
at greater pains to understand the position before he 
speaks, 

It would seem from his recent speeches that he js jy 
favour of ‘‘ private practice ’’—or nothing. But he cay 
hardly be unaware, or he has forgotten, that there ay 
disadvantages in private practice as the only method of 
giving medical service to the community. Those who ar 
sufficiently well off can afford to pay as private patients, 
but the others have either to be served by some system of 
contract practice, or go without, or receive service from 
their doctor as an act of charity. In my judgement Dp, 
Graham Little is hopelessly out of touch with publi 
opinion (medical and lay) to-day if he imagines that either 
patients or doctors would be willing to go back to the 
conditions which prevailed before the introduction of 
national health insurance.—I am, ete.,

HOSPITAL POLICY. 


MEETING OF Sussex Hospitats Starrs, 
A MEETING of the staffs of voluntary and council hospitals 
throughout Sussex was held at the Royal Pavilion, Brighton, 
on November 24th, when Sir Roserr Boram, late Chairman 
of Council of the British Medical Association and member of 
the Hospitals Committee, gave an address on the ‘ Hospital 
Policy of the British Medical Association.” 

Before the meeting, an informal dinner was held at the 
Savoy Cinema Restaurant, at which thirty sat down. After 
the loyal toast. Dr. L. A. Parry, chairman of the Brighton 
Division, pr osed the health of Sir Robert Bolam in a few 
words, and the toast was drunk with enthusiasm. All present 
appeared to enjoy the dinner, and hopes were expressed that 
it would not be the last of its kind. 

The meeting at the Pavilion was attended by sixty-seven 
members of staffs of hospitals, and Sir Robert Bolam delivered 
a most interesting and convincing address, in which he drew 
attention to the present hospital position, and the coming 
changes that would shortly have to be made if the voluntary 
hospitals were to be able to continue. He also dealt with: 
(1) staffing of hospitals; (2) the limitation of medical services 
of hospitals; (3) contributory schemes: (4) the relationship of 
private consultants and specialists and the general practitioner 
to hospitals; (5) private patient accommodation, and the pay 
ment of the general practitioner to hospitals. 

The address was followed by a discussion, in which Dt 
Gibson (Worthing), Mr, H. MeCurrich (Brighton), Dr. T 
Reed (St. Leonards), Drs. Broadbent, Fletcher, and Whitting 
ton (Brighton) took part. After Sir Robert Bolam had replied 


to the points raised by the other speakers, Dr. Donald Hall 


proposed a vote of thanks to him, and said that the next 
move should be to get together the lay boards, and ask 
Robert to speak to them. He (Dr. Hall) was absolutely cot 
vinced, after hearing Sir Robert, of the soundness of thé 
British Medical Association policy, which was entirely in thé 
interests of the community at large. The vote of thanks wa 
seconded by Mr. H. N. Fletcher, senior surgeon at the Re 
Sussex County Hospital.

MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION.

DisciptinaRy INQurries. 

Misleading Certification. 
Tux Council considered the case of Dr. Simeon Moses Cohen, 
registered as of Treorchy, Glamorgan, who was summoned on 
the charge that on March 15th, 1930, he issued a certificate 
in the following terms: ‘‘I certify that W. King is unable 
to follow his employment since March 15th, 1930, owing to 
illness. S. M. Cohen, surgeon,’’ whereas he had not seen or 
examined the said W. King on that date. 

The complainants were the Great Western Railway Company, 
who were represented by Mr. E. C. Smallwood, counsel, and 
Dr. Cohen was defended by Mr. Oswald Hempson, on behalf 
of the Medical Defence Union. 

Mr. Smallwood said that the Great Western Railway had 
a large number of employees in South Wales, and employed 
350 men at Treherbert, which was two miles from Treorchy, 
where Dr. Cohen had his practice. The stationmaster at 
Treherbert learned that a goods guard named King was unwell 
and would not be able to go on duty, but shortly afterwards, 
seeing him come out of the Station Hotel, his suspicions 
were aroused, and he sent to King’s house to tell him that 
he must produce a medical certificate. The certificate which 
formed the subject of the complaint was then forwarded. The 
stationmaster thereupon went to see Dr. Cohen, who admitted 
frankly that he had not seen the man when he signed the 
certificate, but that a messenger had come to his surgery when 
he was very busy, and had told him that King—whom he 
knew well—wanted the certificate within an hour. Mr. Small- 
wood added that the railway company, which did not wish 
to be vindictive in this case, was bound to rely on certificates 
issued by doctors, and wrongful certification would have 
grievous effects in undermining discipline as well as in inter- 
fering with the working of the line. 

Mr. Venn, the stationmaster at Treherbert, said that Dr. 
Cohen informed him that it was not unusual to ‘‘ endorse ” 
a certificate with the word “illness ’’ if he had not seen the 
man but intended afterwards to call upon him. He admitted 
that in this instance King belonged to a_ provident society 
other than that of the company, and therefore the certificate 
would have no value from the point of view of sick pay. 
Mr. Harris, a railway clerk at Treherbert, who also gave 
evidence, stated that on the following day Dr. Cohen’s partner 
visited King and stated over the telephone that King was 
suffering from influenza. Mr. E. C. Simpkins, general assistant 
to the superintendent of the line at Paddington, said that 
a medical certificate was a document of considerable importance 
to the railway company. The company had 110,000 employees, 
and had to rely to a great extent upon medical certificates 
in the case of absence. He did not think a certificate had 
ever been accepted which notified simply ‘ illness ** ; certainly 
it would not be allowed for the purpose of the railway provident 
society, which had categories of sickness. 

Dr. Cohen, in the witness-box, said that during his evening 
surgery a messenger from King came and asked him to go 
and see him as he was ill in bed. He could not leave the 
surgery, but he was told that the illness was not so serious 
that a visit could not be deferred until the morrow, but that 
in the meantime insurance and club certificates were wanted. 
He refused to give these until he had seen the man, whereupon 
he was told that a certificate was needed just to explain his 
absence from duty, and that this was necessary within an 
hour, when the man was expected to report. On the 
messenger’s assurance, and knowing King, he gave the certifi- 
cate in question. His partner, who attended next morning, 
found King to be genuinely ill. He never said anything about 
the certificate being ‘‘ endorsed,’ and he simply used the 
word “ illness’ to indicate that he had not seen the man and 
could not certify the cause. It was not his habit to use the 
word ‘illness’ when he had not seen the patient. The 
messenger told him that he had a “cold or something, 
admittedly very vague material on which to base a certificate. 

The President asked what the witness understood by the 
words “1 certify,” and added : ‘‘ Does it not mean that what 
yeu say you say out of your knowledge as a surgeon? 

Mr. Hempson, in defending, said that Dr. Cohen had_ been 
frankness itself. The President had put to him a question as 
to what he understood by the words “I certify,’? and with the 
President’s construction of that phrase no fault could be found. 
but did the Council really think that a busy practitioner 1n his 


surgery weighed all that up on each occasion? It was not 
humanly possible. Dr. Cohen had hesitated for some time 
before issuing a certificate at all; be had refused the formal 
certification which would have entitled the man to sick benefits. 
He had received no money for the certificate, and had not 
asked for any. He admitted his error in issuing the certificate 
at all, and expressed his regret, and put in two testimonials 
as to character, one from Sir Ewan Maclean. : 

After discussing in private, the Council’s decision, announced 
by the President, was to find the complaint proved—namely, 
that the certificate was issued in a lax and careless manner, 
and was in fact misleading and improper. A warning was 
given that the Council regatded laxity in this respect as 
a grave matter; but in order to give Dr. Cohen time to 
reconsider his position in this respect, the Council postponed 
pronouncing judgement until May, 1931, when Dr. Cohen would 
be called upon to appear, and to produce testimony as to his 
professional conduct in the interval. 


The Council also considered the case of Dr. John McGhee, 
registered as of Galston, Ayrshire, who was summoned on the 
charge that on September 8th, 1930, he signed and issued a 
medical certificate of the cause of death of a child named 
Cawston, certifying the cause as ‘‘ pneumonia,” and that he 
was in medical attendance during her last illness, whereas in 
fact he had not seen or examined the child. The case was 
reported to the Council by the coroner for the Easington 
Ward, co. Durham. Dr. McGhee attended, and in the absence 
of a complainant the facts were laid before the Council by the 
Council’s solicitor, Mr. Harper. 

Mr. Harper said that the certificate contained three mis- 
statements—namely, that Dr. McGee was in attendance on 


the deceased in her last illness, that pneumonia was the cause . 


of death (whereas he did not know the cause), and that 
a post-mortem had been held (this last false impression was 
given by striking out the words ‘‘ not held” after ‘“‘ post- 
mortem "’). The child whose death was certified had never been 
Dr. McGhee’s patient. On September 4th she was found to be 
suffering from sickness and diarrhoea, and the doctor was 
asked to call. He did not come, and there was no answer to 
further requests. On September 6th the father (who had been 
Dr. McGhee’s patient) saw the doctor, who promised to take 
the first bus to the girl’s home, which was two miles away. 
He still did not come, and eventually the parents sent for 
another doctor, who was out, and the child died without 
medical attention. A woman in attendance thought the child 
had ‘‘ silent pneumonia,’’ and in conversation with the father, 
Dr. McGhee took out a form arid wrote a certificate. The 
father asked whether he had better not see the body, but he 
replied that that was not necessary. The father took the 
certificate to the registrar, who sent him to the police, and 
the coroner was informed, and called an inquest, which he 
adjourned in order to allow of Dr. McGhee’s attendance. Mr. 
Harper pointed out that on elementary principles Dr. McGhee 
ought not to kave given a certificate, as he had never seen the 
child. He suggested that the real reason for Dr. McGhee’s 
action was that he had been asked several times to see the 
child but had not gone, and to avoid publicity and reproach he 


had given a certificate which he hoped would be sufficiently - 


muddled to slip through. - 

Dr. McGhee, who conducted his own defence, said that there 
was an arrangement with the British Medical Association 
whereby miners paid sixpence a week, ior which they received 
full attendance for their dependants. Of course, if a miner 
was out of work the doctor stretched a-point and did not insist 
on this payment, but Cawston had been in good work for 
a long time, and yet had always refused to pay. Therefore 
Dr. McGhee was quite determined not to visit this family. 
He had told the father that, though on the last occasion when 
Cawston came to see him about the child he had said that 
he would go. In any event, he did not go. With regard 
to the certificate, he thought that by giving a certificate of 
this character, which was contradictory on the face of it, an 
inquest would have to be held, which was what he wanted. 
He believed that the best thing to do to ensure an inquest 
was to issue a mutuaily contradictory certificate. He had not 
noticed that he was certifying that he had been in medical 
attendance, though he was fairly familiar with the wording 
of the certificate. It was put to him by the President that 
if he wanted to have an inquest held he could better have 
achieved his purpose by a letter to the authorities, and this 
he admitted. 

The Council’s decision was to find the fact proved, that the 
certificate had been issued in a lax and careless manner, and 
to have been, in fact, untrue, misleading, and improper. It 
postponed judgement until November, 1931, the President 
adding : ‘‘ Meanwhile I warn you gravely that any infraction 
of the Warning Notice of the Council in regard to certification 
in the meantime may lead to prompt action on the part of the 
Council.”’ 
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Advertising. 

The Council considered the case of Dr. Ratilal Shivlal Shah, 
registered (Colonial List) as of Rajkot, India, who was sum- 
moned on the charge that he had advertised to obtain patients 
or for his professional advantage : 


(1) By the issue of two leaflets in respect of medicines he had 
concocted. 

(2) By calling his private home or dispensary ‘‘ Dr. Shah’s Eye 
Hospital.” 

(3) By inserting or sanctioning or acquiescing in the insertion 
of an advertisement of his remedies in a Gujarati paper. 

(4) By inserting or sanctioning or acquiescing in the insertion 
in the same paper of a portrait of himself with a laudatory 
notice. 


This case, to which the Council’s attention was drawn by 
the Bombay Medical Council, first came before the Council a 
year ago (Supplement, December 14th, 1929, p. 261), when the 
Council decided that the materials for a decision were insuffi- 
cient, and asked the representatives on both sides to appear 
at the present session. yh 

Mr. H. F. Parfitt of Messrs. Minet, May and Co., solicitors, 
appeared on behalf of Dr. Shah, who was in India. 

Mr. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, said that_on the last 
occasion there was an application pending by Dr. Shah to 
the Bombav Medical Council for the restoration of his name, 
and this was taken into consideration in deciding the General 
Medical Council to postpone its decision. The application for 
restoration had now been heard by the Bombay Medical 
Council, and had been refused at present. The facts of the 
case were that there were two pamphlets of very laudatory 
character, which, Dr. Shah said, were merely wrappers for the 
medicine he gave to his very poor patients, 97 per cent. of 
whom were illiterate. With regard to advertising the Eye 
Hospital, Dr. Shah appeared to think that the Council’s 
objection was to the word ‘‘ Eye”’ or ** Ophthalmic,’? when 
in .fact it was to the respondent’s name being attached to 
it—‘t Dr. Shah’s Hospital.’”” With regard to the third charge, 
Dr. Shah had said that he had no knowledge of the advertise- 
ment, and the editor said that he had no instructions from 
Dr. Shah with regard to it; it did not appear how the adver- 
tisement got into the paper, but he did not think the editor 
or any other layman could have framed such an advertisement. 
As to the remaining charge, with regard to the portrait and 
laudatory notice, it was declared that these were supplied 
by someone else, and there was evidence that a grateful 
patient had forwarded the portrait; therefore he withdrew 
that part of the charge. 

The President said that there were two new facts before the 
Council. One of these was that the Bombay Medical Council 
had for the time refused Dr. Shah’s plea for restoration. 
The other was with regard to Dr. Shah’s first declaration 
about an appeal to the Governor-General. It now appeared 
from the standing orders of the Bombay Medical Council that 
no such appeal was allowed. 

Mr. Parfitt, on behalf of Dr. Shah, said that as the Council 
had stated on the former occasion that it had not sufficient 
materials to arrive at a decision, it had been a little difficult, 
seeing that no further facts had been produced in Bombay, 
to produce further rebutting evidence. But Dr. Shah had 
made a new declaration intended to clear up points which were 
obscure. The President described the declaration as verbose, 
and requested Mr. Parfitt to shorten it if possible. Mr. 
Parfitt then read the essential parts of the declaration. With 
regard to the leaflets, immediately on objection being taken 
by the Bombay Medical Council Dr. Shah ceased to issue 
either the medicines or the wrappers. The advertisement was 
not drafted by him, nor did he authorize it in any shape or 
form. As for the decision of the Bombay Medical Council, 
this was made in his absence, and, he submitted, was not 
evidence against him. The President said that it was evidence; 
Dr. Shah was entitled to be present and he chose not to appear. 
The President also stated that on the previous occasion the 
Council had adjourned the case for further evidence of what 
was before the Bombay Medical Council; the question of the 
proof of the charges did not come up. 

After deliberation in private, the Council found that charges 
(1) and (2) in the Notice of Inquiry had been proved to “its 
satisfaction. It decided that these constituted infamous conduct 
in a professional respect, and directed the Registrar to erase 
the name of Dr. Shah from the Medical Register. 


Alleged Adultery during Professional Relationship, 

The case was taken of Dr. Frederic William Barton, regis- 
tered as of Erith Road, Bexley Heath, which had been 
adjourned from the May session. Dr. Barton was summoned 
to appear on the charge that he had abused his position by 
committing adultery with one Mrs. Thomas, a widow, with 
whom and with whose deceased husband he had stood in pro- 


fessional relationship. He had been found guilty of adultery 
by decree of the Divorce Division 10 the case of Barton », 
Barton, in which he was respondent. | 

At the previous hearing the President announced that the 
Council was not satisfied with the evidence adduced, and 
adjourned the case for six months. | 

Mr. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, now stated that on 
the last occasion there was no complainant and very little 
evidence; there was still no complainant, and although Mrs. 
Barton had at one time expressed willingness to come forward 
and give evidence, she had not done so, and it appeared that 
her evidence would have amounted to very little. In the mean. 
time, the divorce decree having been made absolute, Dr. Barton 
had married Mrs. Thomas. He had no evidence which ke 
could bring forward as_ to professional relationship, and he 
asked that the case be withdrawn. : ; 

The Council, after deliberation in private, decided that the 
facts alleged against Dr. Barton in the Notice of Inquiry had 
not been proved to its satisfaction, and the case was accord. 
ingly dismissed. 


Convictions for Misdemeanour. 

An unusually large number of practitioners came before the 
Council on convictions for drunkenness and cognate offences. 

The first case considered was that of Dr. Donald McGregor 
Stewart, registered as of Nantymoel, Glamorgan, who had 
appeared in November, 1929, in answer to the charge of seven 
convictions between 1926 and 1929 for drunkenness or for the use 
of indecent language. Judgement had been postponed for six 
months, and Dr. Stewart now appeared, put in two testi- 
monials, and repeated his assurance with regard to total 
abstinence in the future. The Council did not see fit to 
direct the Registrar to erase the name. 

Dr. John Griffith Barrie, registered as of Tulse Hill, London, 
appeared on the charge that he had been convicted once, in 
1925, of being drunk whilst driving a motcr car, twice, in 
1928, of driving a motor car in a manner dangerous to the 
public, and once, in 1930, of being drunk and _ disorderly. 
Dr. Barrie expressed extreme regret at these occurrences, and 
said that since July last he had been a total abstainer. Dr, 
G. K. Reeves and Dr. C. G. Martin testified as to character. 
The Council found the convictions proved, but postponed 
judgement until November next, with the usual warning, and 
on the understanding that Dr. Barrie, on the next occasion of 
his appearance before the Council, would have to produce 
evidence as to his conduct during the interval. He was 
defended by Mr. Pereira, instructed by Messrs. Le Brasseur 
and Oakley, solicitors, on behalf of the London and Counties 
Medical Protection Society. 

The next case was that of Dr. James Rutherford Ratcliffe, 
registered as of Port Talbot, Glamorgan, who appeared on the 
ground of three convictions, one in 1916 of being drunk in 
charge of a motor car, one in 1919 of being drunk, and the 
third, in 1930, of being drunk and incapable. Dr. Ratcliffe 
gave an assurance of total abstinence in future. Two statutory 
declarations were put in, testifying to his character. The 
Council took.a similar course to that taken in the previous 
case, postponing judgement until May, 1931. Mr. Pereira, for 
the London and Counties Medical Protection Society, defended 
in this case also. 

Dr. John Logan Lamond, registered as of Belsize Park 
Gardens, Hampstead, was summoned on account of three con- 
victions, one, In 1926, of being drunk and incapable, one, in 
1927, of being drunk in charge of a motor car, and a third, 
in 1930, of being drunk whilst in charge of a motor car, and 
of driving a car in a manner dangerous to the public. Dr. 
Lamond also gave an assurance that he would abstain from 
alcohol in future. He pleaded a_ physical infirmity, whieh, 
the President said, ought to make him doubly careful to avoid 
the occasion for such convictions. The Council postponed 
judgement on the usual conditions until the November sessioa 
of next year. Mr. Hinde, counsel, instructed by Messrs. 
Sawyer and Withall, solicitors, defended. : 

Dr. Francis Patrick Kennedy, registered as of Cambridge 
Road, London, &., appeared in answer to two convictions, one, 
in 1925, of being drunk in charge of a motor car and of driving 
in a dangerous manner, and the other, in 1939, of being drunk 
in charge of a car. Dr. Kennedy gave a similar assurance as 
to his temperate habits in the future. The Council postponed 
judgement until November, 1931. Dr. Kennedy was defended 
by Mr. Oswald Hempson, solicitor. : 

Dr. Ralph Johnston Tait, registered as of Queen’s Road, 
Leicester, appeared in answer to a charge relating to two 
convictions, one, in 1926, of being drunk and incapable, and 
the other, in 1930, of being drunk in charge of a motor cat. 
Dr. Tait pleaded special susceptibility to the effects of alcohol, 
and gave an assurance of future abstinence. Judgement was 
postponed until November, 1931. 

The final case was that of Dr. James Gordon Bell, MC, 
registered as of Ballochmyle House, Dunfermline, against whom 
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there were three convictions, one, in 1928, of driving a motor 
ear recklessly while in a state of intoxication, a second, in 
1930, of driving a motor car negligently, and a third, also in 
1930, of being drunk and incapable. Dr. Bell did not appear; 
a telegram stated that he was too ill to attend, and the 
solicitor who had been asked to represent him was required 
to be at the Court of Session, Edinburgh, on the same day. 
A statement was put in on behalf of Dr. Bell, to the effect 
that he was severely wounded in the war, and was still in 
yeceipt of a disability pension. He had inherited a large 
practice, and work and worry in connexion with it had under- 
mined his health. He had resorted to stimulants, which in his 
weakened condition had had a disproportionate effect upon 
him. He had now disposed of his practice, and after a period 
of rest hoped to start again with a practice of smaller size. 
The Council found the convictions proved, but did not  pro- 
nounce judgement. It directed that Dr. Bell should appear 
for judgement at the session of the Council in May next. 


Dental Disciplinary Cases. 

The Council considered two cases referred to it from the Dental 
Board, in which the Board had found that the names ought 
to be erased from the Dentists Register. The first was that of 
Francis Leonard Harrison, registered as of Bute Street, Treherbert, 
“Dentist, 1921," who, at the York Assizes, in November, 1929, 
was convicted of embezzlement and fraudulent conversion, and 
sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment in the second division. 
The other was John Patrick McLaren, registered as of Wood 
Street, Doncaster, ‘‘ Dentist, 1921,’’ with regard to whom the 
Dental Board had found that he gave to a friendly society a 
fraudulent estimate of dental work to be done for a member, 
and subsequently certified the completion of the work (though 
it had not been done), and fraudulently obtained) payment in 
yespect thereof. In neither case did the respondent appear. 

The Council decided that the names of Francis Leonard Harrison 
and John Patrick McLaren should be erased from the ‘Dentists 
Register.
